Tle draft regulations of this asso- 
ciation were passed at the 46th mect- 
ing of the Provincial Government, As 
toon as the details have been drawn 
vo and adopted, preparations will be 
made for its organisation. . 


It is reported that the following are 
the propoged regulations for this asso- 
cintion:—(1). That an association 
named as the Kwangtung Emigration 
Association be established to attend to 
the affairs of the emigrants.

Thore was anxiety 
to ralse a real Party fund, but even 
then the question of leadership 
would remain and, if at the next 
general election there was ‘no 
change the Liberal Council must 
fight with its own organisation and 
its own fund. Lorde Grey added 
that their leader must be a Member 
of the House of Commons Younger 
‘men must be thought of, but he. 
urged those who were thinking, of 
turning towards the Labour party 
not to hurry to take a definite 
decision.—Reuter, : : 

Origin of Liberal Council 

‘Rugby, Yesterday. 

Viscount Grdy said that. the 
Liberal Council was founded 
originally by people who had a gréat 
trust in Lord Asquith, but felt 
that they could not have the same 
confidence in Mr, Lloyd’ George. 
They also felt very strongly the 
invidious and impossible position in 
which the Party was put by its head- 
quarters’ finances being dependent 
on Mr. Lloyd George's personal and 


{not on Party'fund. | 


Referring to the proposals which 
Mr. Lloyd George lasued before the 
last General Election as his policy 
for dealing. with. ‘unemployment, 


Lord. 'Grey"aitd that. the “Liberal, 


Council ‘separated themselves very 
distinctly from any . responsibility 
for the pledge as to how much could 
be done: to relieve unemployment in 
any particular year. But the 
Council had no hesitation in agree- 
ing to the principle of the proposals, 
which was that it was better to 
relieve unemployment by * finding 
work for unemployed than to leave 
them idle or on dole. A rather 
unwarranted ‘advantage was taken 
of that by Liberal headquarters. 
The whole party was represented a3 
absolutely united under Mr. Lloyd 
George. Since the election he had 
been criticised for not having dur- 
Ing the election pointed out that 
that was misconception. Lord 
Grey now declared: , 

“Our feeling remains just aa it 
was with regard to Mr. Lloyd 
George’s Iéadership and alao his 
fund.” me 

The’ Next Election 

‘H, and when, the next election 
came, Liberal headquarters were in 
a position to gay that they had a 
party fund which was independent 
of Mr. Lloyd George's personal 
fund, they would have enormous 
support from Liberalism in the 
country, But there would still 
remain the other question of a want 
of confidence in the leadership of 
the party, “That is why,” said 
Lord Grey, “we must maintain 
absolutely a separate organisation. 
When the next election comes, if 
things are as they are to-day with 
regard to the leadership of the 
party, the Liberal Council mbat 
fight not under the present: leader- 
ship but under its own organisation 
and its own funds.”—British Wire-

It will be ‘remembered that the 
8.8, Lee Cheong left Swabue on 
December 22, and at night ‘on the 
same date, she met with bad 
weather. The.seas were running 
very high at the time and a terrific 
gale waa blowing. The ship, only 
of 160 tons net, foundered with 
about 250 lives on board. Only two 
survivors—-members of the erew— 
were picked up, and their pathetic 
story was exclusively reported in 
the China Mail on December 238. 

These two men, however, were 
unable to give the location where. 
the ship had sunk, and all attempts 
made by the owners to locate the 
exact position met with no succeas, 
The Harbour Authority had also

Regulations “For Their 
Redemption 


: Canton, Yesterday. 

Upon the receipt of instructions 
from the Central Executive Yuen, 
describing the measures devised for 
the redemption of the private-owned 
Yuet Han Railway shares, the Kwang- 
tung Provincial Government immedi- 
ately instructed the Civil Affairs De- 
partment to notify the public tho 
following regulations:— 

(1) That the bonds be iasucd under 
the name of “The Ministry of Com- 
munications’ Bonds for the Redemp- 
tion of Private-owned Shares of the 
Yuet Han Railway." (2) That bonds 
of the total value of $20,000,000, 
National currency, * shall be issued, 
(3) That these bonds-shall be solely 
utilised for the redeniption of Private- 
owneds Yuet Han shares, excluding 
Government shares, and that cach 
original share, whose face value is 
$5.00, shall be exchanged ‘for $4.00 
of the new bonds, (4) That these 
bonds shall be issued on January 1, 
1950, (5) That the annual interest 
for the bonds shall be 2) per cent., 
yable on June 30) and December 
31, (6) That the funds for repay- 
ment of principal and interest shall 
be derived from the revenue of the 
entire railway, that payment shall be 
made’ according to the principal and 
interest payment schedule, that the 
said funds \shall be appropriated 
monthly by the railway ‘and be- de- 
posited in the Central Bank for the 
purpose of paying the principal and in- 
terest. (7) That interest only shall 
be paid from the beginning of the 
issuing year till the end of the fifth 
year, + From the beginning of the 
sixth year, amortisation to the sum 
of $1,000,000, shall be mado by an- 
nual drawings till the whole {ndebt- 
edness is paid. (8) That following 
the issue of these bonds, private 
shareholders and the local -Chamber 
of Commerce shall sppoint two mem- 
bers to organise n Control Committee 
co-operating with a member from 
the Statistic Department in the pre- 
servation of the funds and the super- 
vision of the payment of principal 
and interest.

[THE LONDON NAVAL] 


CONFERENCE 


ATTITUDE OF TI THE POWERS: 
RISK OF COMPETITION 


FRANCE AND. ITALY 


Whilst the detailed agenda for 
the forthcoming London Naval Con- 
ference has yet to be issued, 
main subjects that will be discuas- 
ed are. well known, and enough’ in- 
formation has emerged from tho 
five capitals to render possible an 
intelligent forecast of the probable 
attitude of the Five Powers, states 
the “Morning Post.” Broadly 
speaking, there are four main ques- 
tions, within each of which are a 
number “df subsidiary problems. 
These main questions are (1) th: 
size of future capital ships ane 
aireva(t carriers, and the length of 
their official lives, (2) Cruisers, (3) 
Destroyers and’ other small craft, 
and (4) Submarines. 

The attitude of Great Britain on 
all four points remains practically 
unchanged since the sweeping pro- 
posals for economy put forward at 
the Geneva Conference -in 1927. 
She wishes that the Hives of tho 
larger ships shall be increased so 
as to make for economy in replace: 
ment; and that the tonnage and 
gunpower of future ships shall be 
restricted, by agreement, to much 
lower figures than were settled at 
Washington in 1922. 


Cruiser Tonnage 

As to cruisers the requirements 
of the Empire have been stated at a 
total of 50 ships in 1986 (i.e. four 
less than at present), and of these, 
fifteen only are to be of the costly 
10,000 ton class. The number o1' 
total tonnage of destroyers depends 
upon the size and disposition of the 
main squadrons and there ia not 
likely to be much alteration in the 
Present atrength, but it may be ex- 
pected that Great Britain will at- 
tempt to restrict the size of future 
destroyers in order to check the 
already evident tendency for these 
vessels to develop into fast and 
powerful light cruisers. Ag to sub- 
marines, Great Britain frankly 
wishes them to be abolished 
weapons of war: 


The Anglo-American “Gap” 
’The opinion regarding capital 
ships and aircraft carrfers held in 
the United States now appears to 
coincide with that of Great Britain. 
The United States, for reasons of 
her own, has a predilection for 
large cruisers, and the difficulty 
has been to arrive at the number 
of large and sna) cruisers that 
will give an.agreéd “parity” with 
Great Britain’s: fee and thirty- 
five. j ne 

This has no! ‘pat bien settled, 
though. the dif BPeBet, of opinion |‘, 
has been narrowed’ down to 30,000 
tons, There does not appear to be 
any great divergence from the 
British views as regards destroyers 
and amall craft, and ag regards sub- 
marines, the United States sees eye 
to eye with Great Britain. 

Japan desires. ao ‘arger cruiser 
flect, and has put forward a pro- 
posal for a 7:10:10, ratio, as 
between herself, Great Britain, and 
the United States, If the Intter 
insists upon building 21 large 
cruisers, then Japan's 70 per cent. 
would be 15, or. equal to Great 
Britain. It has therefore been pro- 
posed that Japan should accept a 
10:10:6 ratio in large cruisers, and 
this is still the subject of conversa- 
tiona, the result depending on the 
settlement of the “gap” of 30,000

Powers will meet, for the firat time, 
the opinions of the Lesser.

Returns for Last 
Quarter 


Lloyd's 


London, Yesterday. 

Lloyd’s Register of shipping returns 
for the quarter ending December 31 
Jost shows a total tonnage under con- 
atyuction of 3,110,880, of which 1,660,- 
254 tons aro being constructed in Bri- 
tain. The latter figure: represents an 
increase of 111,899 tons as compared 
with last September, and of 317, 400 
tons compared with December 1928, 
Tonnage being constructed in Britain 
includes 161,000 for the Dominions, 

765,012 tons of motor-ships are 
under construction in Britain ond 
971,922 abroad. The continued pro- 
gress in the employment of the 
internal-combustion engine is indicated 
by the fact that 79 motor-ships aro 
being built in the world, each of 8,000 
tons or over, compared with 28 steam- 
ers of similar size. These figures in- 


elude 15 motor-ships and six steamers 


of 15,000 tons or over.—Reuter.’

Aitericdn Procedure 
Described

road space than the same number 
of men permitted to straggle along 
In no particular form is being ap- 
plied to the solution of the con- 
atantly increasing traffic problem in 
several American cities. 

Surveys, particularly in Indlana- 
polis, 
population, where there is. one 
motor car for every four inhabi- 
tanta, convinced police traffic ex: 
perts that citizens, wera not getting 
the full benefit of two main arteries 
which had been widened at great 
cost. The arteries were designed 
to carry two lines.of parked cars 
parallel to the kerbing, two lines 
of slow traffic, one in cach direc- 
tion, and two lines of fast traffic, 
one in each direction—six lines of 
cars in all, 

Because of a tendency of drivers 
to disregard the rights of others by 
straddling the imaginary lanes, 
there were many times when only 
one line of moving traffic could go 
in either direction. In other words, 
one car was taking the space be- 
longing to two. So the police 
painted five white lines, cach five 
inches in width, down the arteries, 
dividing the pavement into six 
janes. Placards at strategic points 
informed motorists that they could 
park in the outside lane, next to 
the kerb, travel slowly in the next 
lane, and go the limit (80 miles an 
hour) ‘in.the inside lane. This 
gave three lanes for ‘traffic in each 
direction, ‘Buses were required 
to stay in,the slow lane, °so that 
their stops for passengers did not 
impede the fast lane. Motor-cycle 
policemen cruised the arteries (for 
several weeks, compelling motorists 
to stay in the lanes until they were 


an inland city of 425,000: 


educated sufficiently for-the system’) 


to operate without supervision, The 
immediate result was that hundreds 
more cars passed a given point dur- 
ing rush hours, with-less confusion, 
less scraping of fenders, and clash- 
ing of bumpers than before the 
lanes were marked. 

Detroit, with one car for each 4. 5 
inhabitants, recently has adopted 
the iden with improvements. In 
addition to the lanes, Detroit has 
painted curving lines, with arrows, 
at principal intersections; showing 
drivers exactly how to turn. This 
is particularly valuable in the hand- 
ling of tourist traffic; the simple 
directions lying right before the 
eyes of the driver from another 
city prevent’ him from making a 
mistake and tying’ up the orderly 
moving streams, 

Another improvement Detroit haa 
inaugurated is a regulation com- 


interesting to see the], 


pelling drivers who wish to switch 
from fast +o slow lanes, or vice- 
versa, to signal their Intention to 
drivers behind. This is done by 
giving the regular, arm signal for 
a turn. If the driver wishes to 
move from the fast inside lane to 
the slow middle lane, he signals a 
right turn. Tf he goes from slow 
to fast, he signals a left turn. 

“By this means the drivers avold 
danger of being atruck from the 
rear by a car in the: lane into which 
they.are switching. Of course, the 
driver still ds held responsible for 
ascertaining before he starts to 
move over that there is no other 
car close enough to collide with him 
In the {one to which he is switching.

TRADITIONS AND IDEALS 


What is the university tradition? 
asks Dr. N. M. Butter, president of 
Columbia University, and continues: 
By that phrase I mean the signific- 
ance of the university from its 
beginning until this hour—the pur- 
pose, the Ideal, the foundations of 
the. university, in the ancient, the 
medieval and the modern worlds, 

Frequently Ihave pointed out 
that man in building his civilization 
has put as its foundation five ‘funda 
mental institutions, On these five 
fundamental institutions civilization 
rests and has long rested, and as 
they. are strengthened, purified, per- 
petuated, civilization giowa richer 
and fullor and more splendid. - 

The first of these five fundament- 
al Institutions 1s the’ family, which 
fs the foltndation and'the corner- 
stone of our whole domestic and so- 
clal ‘order. 

The second of these fundamental 
institutions is property, the right 
of ownership and control of that 
which may be lawfully gained. Pro- 
perty is the cornerstone of our 
whole economic order, . 

The third of these is the State. 
The State is that institution which 
man has, built in order that we 
may live happily and helpfully to- 
gether in organized society. 

The fourth is the Church. The 
Church has been brought into exist- 
ence, in ancient as well as in modern 
times, in order that man may give 
expression to his sense of depen- 


dence ‘on a Higher Power to his 


faith and to his wish to worship. 
The True University 

The fifth is the university, The 
university came into being in order 
that man might satisfy his curios- 
ity, that deep longing which is in 
his heart and mind to break through 
the boundaries that separate. the 
known and the unknown, to learn 
new truth, to establish new fact, to 
bring himself in touch with’ new ex- 
perionces. 

We have come to look on the uni- 
versity as a type of school, ‘the 
highest type crowning the educa- 
tional system of many lands. But 
that, believe me, is ‘an accident, If 
there ~ 
still be universities, 

The university Is 
fundamental modes ‘of expreasing 
himself, | The ‘univétsity' {3 one of 
those institutions: which ‘human na- 
ture brings into existence to give 
satisfaction, opportunity, achieve- 
ment. i 

No one knows when the university 
tradition began. When the curtain 
rose on the panorama of recorded 
history, the university instinct, was 
already at work. Wherever there 
came a great intelligence which was 
able to plerce the veil that bounded 
the known there were acores, hun- 
dreds, thousands who gathered to 
hear the report of that. intelligence 
on what he saw. 

Law and Medicine 

Then, & little later, men began to 
worry about those stories of healing 
that came from the Far East. What

.NFLUX OF JAPANESE RESTARTS 
RECURRING AGITATION 
| DEMAND-FOR RESTRICTION 


The problem of the Oricntal 


population of British Columbia 


a crops up at recurring intervals and 


once more it Is the subject of con- 
siderable agitation, states ‘an ex- 
change. It is not directed much 
againat the Chinede and Hindus, 
whose numbers are virtually ata~ 
tionary, but against the Japanese, 
who, even without any substantial 
reinforcement from immigration, 
are, increasing too rapidly for 
the peace of mind of many 
of the white population, At 
present immigration from Japan is 
regulated by a gentleman's agree- 
ment under which the Japanese 
Government has undertaken to 
regtrict the emigration of its 
nationals, to Canada each year ta 
stream of very modest dimen: 
sions, Admittedly it has lived up 
to the terms of the agreement and 
no complaint can be urged on that 
score, But the birthrate of tho 
Japanese who live in British Colum- 
bia fs much higher than that of the. 
white population, and in industry 
and genera! ability they havo 
proved themselves the equa! of the 
white: workers, while they will toil 
for longer hours and lower wages. 


The fundamental - grievance 
aguinst them is that their presence 
tends to lower the standard of 
living for the white working classes 
and the vegetable and fruit growers 
also lament that they undercut 
prices toa point which does not 
yield them.a profit. -They have also 
invaded the fishing industry. with 
considerable success and. attempts 
to withhold or diminish the fishing 
Neences -issued to Oriental fishermen 
have encountered legal obstacles 
which defeated them. The latest 
demand is for a rigid restriction 
of the ownership of Jand by 
Orientals and it has found expres- 
sion at different gatherings of 
farmers in the province. 


Political Football 


In the past both political parties 
have made a political football of 
this Oriental question; when in op 
position they havg accused the gov- 
ernment in power. of trifling with 
this desperate menace to Canadian 
civilization but as soon as they came 
into office, and were faced with the 
practical difficulties of, dealing with 
it, they have, dope, little or nothing.

A GERMAN EXODUS 
FROM RUSSIA 


EMIGRANTS PULLED OUT OF THE. 


’ TRAINS 
HINDENBURG RELIEF FUND 


The. Soviet measures to check the 
emigration movement amongst Ger- 
man peasants in Russia, are ‘being 
ruthlessly pursued, states'a Berlin 
message. Some 300 have already- 
been brought back to the German 
Soviet Republic on the Volga. The 
jgsue of further passports by the 
Cheka Ia being refused. The move- 
ment is to be suppressed at its 
roots In future. The mass of pea- 
sants, still on their farms who wish 
to emigrate—estimated at 80,000— 
will not be allowed to have their 
homes, Special detachments of the 
Cheka at the railway stations pull 
them out of the train if they at- 
tempt to make their way to Mos- 
cow, 

The leading pastors of German 
Lutheran and Mennonite com- 
munities in the Ukraine have been 
arrested on the charge of artificial- 
ly encouraging the emigration 
movement, though in point of fact 
they warned the peasants against: 
unorganized emigration. 

Intervention at Moscow , 

German opinion fs deeply stirred 
by the fate of these colonists in 
Russia, who have kept their nation- 
ality. through four or five gener- 
ations, The German Embassy in 
Moscow has been authorized to in- 
tervene on their behalf. A special 
German . Government Commission 
has been appointed to deal «with 
the question. 

President von Hindenburg has 
devoted £10,000 from the: funds at 
his disposal to the enuse of these 
peasants and has appealed’ to all 
Germans to contribute to the fund. 
He has stated. that it is an obliga- 
tion of honour for all German 
Governmental organs to do all that 
can be done for these peasants, - 

It is proposed to keep the pea- 
sants in Germany during the winter 
and to help them to Canada and 
Brazil in the spring. The German 
authorities are negotiating with 
Canadian representatives in London 
at the moment. ;
